sweet pickles, cocoa and chocolate, con-. 


diments, confections and flavoring ex- 
tracts. 


First call in the filling of all orders 
by southern refiners will be to supply 


‘the retail grocery trade for home con- 


sumption and for canning and preserV- 

ing purposes. 
Brown Sugar Available. .

Louisiana sec- 

ond and-thirds, or brown sugar, which 


may be obtained by these for their

Dr. Soule's announcement adds that 
refiners of the south will be ordered 
to ship no sugar into territory north 
of a line from Kansas City to St. Louis 
to Louisville to the northern boundary 
of North Carolina, until further order 
from the food administration. 

This necessity is brought about 
through the canning and preserving 
season in the southern states having 
reached its height, and, in order to fa- 
cilitate the proper conservation of these 
winter food supplies, and, at the same 
time insure the necessary supply for 
home consumption under the existing 
rulings of the administration, direc- 
tion will be given that preference in 
filling all orders made upon southern 
eugar refineries go first to the sup- 
plying of high essentials; that is, to 
keep the flow of sugar moving 
through the retail trade. 

The order will direct that refiners 
may fill applications for purchases for 
supplying the less essentials only after 
the highly essential orders have been 
completed. 

Fer Canning and Preserving. 

Retail merchants have been directed 
by Mr. Soule to sell sugar, beginning 
this date, and he announces that this 
publication is to be official notice 
throughout Georgia, for canning and

Bituminous Operators Urge 
Nation-Wide Prohibition. 
Allege Liquor Traffic Is 
Curtailing Coal Output. 


Washington, July 12.—Immediate na- 
tion-wide prohibition is absolutely nec- 
essary if the extra 100,000,000 tons of 
coal a year needed by the country in 
its war on Germany is to be mined, 
Fuel Administrator Garfield has been 
informed by the National Coal associa- 
tion, representing bituminous operators 
producing 400,000,000 tons of coal an- 


nually. Dr. Garfield is understood to 


have laid the association’s recommen- 


consideration. 

In a statement tonight the associa- 
tion said in the opinion of a special 
committee of its members from virtu- 
ally all coal producing sections of the 
country which has investigated the 
question, “the country cannot have 
both booze and sufficient coal this 
winter.” 

, Liquor Curtailing Output. 

The liquor traffic,” said the state- 
ment, “is curtailing coal production and 
the time has come to eliminate it if 
there is to be the substantial increase 
in coal output the war program de- 
mands. 

“The National Coal association is in- 
formed that the conclusion not only is 
the judgment of the operators, but is 
concurred in by Frank Farrington, 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America, for the state of I[linois. 
Mr. Farrington is said to have gone on 
record to this effect before President 
Wilson, Fuel Administrator Garfield 
and senators and representatives of Illi- 
nois in congress.” 

A summary of the report of the asso- 
ciation’s special committee said: 

“Regardless of political affiliations 
of the members of the association, and 
leaving out of consideration the moral 
issues involved, and basing its opinion 
entirely on economic and patriotie

| LEGISLATURE URGED 


TO AMEND BOND LAW 


Special Tax Levy Will Prob- 
ably Be Asked to Provide 
for Coagulating Basin and 

Purification Plant. . 


Mayor Asa G. Candler, in his indi- 
vidual capacity as a citizen of Atlanta, 
Friday afternoon, at a special meeting 
of council, agreed to underwrite, con- 
tingent on the refund of the money 
next year by council, the immediate 
purchase of two pumps for the water- 
works, the cost of which will be ap- 
proximately $250,000. 

His offer was submitted by Council- 
man A. J. Orme, chairman of the special 
bond committee of council, and was 
met with acclamations of approval and 
expressions of grateful appreciation by 
the whole body, which voted at once to- 
accept it The reimbursement of Mayor 
Candler required the signatures of the 
members of general council for 1919 to 
the agreement, and without a moment's 
hesitation Councilman Jones H. Ewing 
said: “May I sign it first?” Within ten 
minutes every councilman had at- 
tached his signature. 

With the increase in the volume of 
water supply disposed of, the propo- 
sition of the coagulating basin and the 
purification plant awaited action by 
council. To meet this, Councilman J. 
R. Nutting introduced a resolution, 
which was approved, to appoint a spe- 
cial. committee of five from general 
council to meet and consider the needa. 
of this situation and report back to 
counett at its meeting next Monday. 

Commitee Is Appointed. ; 

The committee consists of the follow- 
ing: Councilman A, J. Orme, chairman; 
Mr. Orme was made chairman at Mr. 
Nutting's request; Alderman Harvey 
Hatcher, Alderman W. 8. Richardson, 
Councilman Claude Ashley and Council- 
man J. R. Nutting. This committee will 
meet at 9 o'clock this morning at the 
city hall to discuss and make up a re- 
port to council which they consider ad- 
equate to supply means to meet the 
situation. 

Since the most feasible provision to 


cost together $230,000, is a special tax 
levy, it is practically certain the com- 
mittee will recommend this course, and 
that the legislature will be asked to 
authorize the levy. A tax of one-eighth 
of per cent will practically provide the 
necessary funds. 

Mayor Candler’s offer grew out of 

conference Friday: morning in which 

he participated with James L. Mayson, 
city attorney; W. Zodade Smith; superin- 
tendent of waterworks, and Councilman 
A. Je Orme, chairman of the special 
bond committee, who did. heroic work 
in their effort to secure the passage of 
bonds. . 
The desperate character of the situa- 
tion was reviewed. With the hopes that 
the proposed bond issue had raised now 
dead, and with no funds in the city 
treasury to finance the improvements 
at the waterworks, a critical problem 
was before them. 

Then Mayor Candler stated that in 
view of the probability of the bond is- 
sue passing next year, when it is be- 
lieved the present law requiring two- 
thirds of the registered voters will have 
been changed, by legislative action, he 
would agree to underwrite the purchase 
of the pumps immediately, ordering 
them in the name of Asa G. Candler, 
upon the pledge of next year’s council 
to pay for the pumps through the bond 
issue or otherwise. 

Urte Bond Law Changes. 

At the meetihg of council Mr. Nut- 
ting offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, to again urge upon the general 
assembly that a constitutional amend- 
ment be submitted to the qualified vot- 
ters of the state at the next general 
election, providing that muhicipalities 
have the right to issue bonds on a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of those voting 
in an election held for the purpose.

London, July IA — Debate on the 
general political situation was opened 
in the reichstag Thursday by Impe- 
rial Chancellor von Hertling, who dis- 
cussed the retirement of. Dr. Richard 
von Kuehlmann, the German foreign 
secretary, the foreign policy of the gov- 
ernment and the gconomic problems 
which had arisen because of recent de- 
velopments im the east. According to 
a German official wireless message 
received here, the imperial chancellor 
said: 

“I maintain the stamdpoint of the im- 
perial reply to the peace note of Pope 
Benedict. The pacifie spirit which in- 
spired thie reply bas also inspired me. 
At the time, howeyer, 1 added. that this 
spirit must ot give our enemies tree 
conduct for an interminable continua- 
tion of the War. | a } 

‘What have we lived to see, hows 
ever? ‘While .for years there can have 


been no doubt whatever of our willing- 
ness to hold out our hand toward an 
honorable peace, we have heard until 
these last few days inciting speeches: 
Presi- 
dent Wilson wants war until we are de- 
stroyed, and what Mr. Balfour, the 
British secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, has said must really drive the 
flush of anger to the cheeks of every 
German. 

“We feel for the homed of the father- 
land, and we cannot allow ourselves 
to be constantly and openly insulted in 
this manner, and behind these insults 
is the desire for our destruction. As 
long as this desire for our destruction 
exists, we must endure, together with 
our faithful nation. 

Germany Policy Unchanged. 

“tT am also convinced—I know it— 
that in the widest circles of our na- 
tion the same serious feeling exists 
everywhere, As long as the desire for 
our destruction exists we must hold out, 
and we will hold out, with confidence 
in our troops, in our army administra- 
tion and our magnificent nation, which 
bears so wonderfully these difficult 
times with their great privations and, 
continued sacrifices. 

“In the direction of our policy noth- 
ing will be changed. If, in spite of 
these hostile statemets by these states- 
men, any serious efforts or a paving of 
the way to peace were to show them- 
selves anywhere, then quite certainly 
we would not adopt a negative atti- 
tude from the very beginning, but we 
would. examine these seriously meant— 
I eay expressly seriously—efforts im- 
mediately with scrupulous care. 

Naturally, it is not sufficient when 
some agent or other approaches us and 
says to us: ‘I can bring about peace 
negotiations, then and there.“ But it is 
necessary for the appointed representa- 
tives of the enemy powers, duly au- 
thorized by their government, to give 
us to understand that @iecussions are 
possible, discussions which for the 
time being naturally will be within a 
limited circle. 

“But the statesmen who have spoken 
up to the present jime. have not said a 
word about such possibilities. When 
such possibilities manifest themselves, 
and when serious inclinations toward 
peace show themselves on the other 
side, then we will immediately go into 
them. That is to sag, we will not re- 
ject them—and we will speak, to begin

INGRAFT SCANDAL 


Camp Hancock Contractors 
Admit They Shared With 
Him, $31,784.03 From Con- 
tract to Cover “Political 
Influence.” 


Augusta, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—A 
city sensation was sprung here today by 
a communication, printed in The Chron- 
icle, signed by T. O. Brown &. Son, in 
which the statement is made that this 
firmof Camp Hancock contractors, paid 
$31,784.03 of the money they received 
for constructing the camp, to Mayor 
J. R. Littleton, though Mayor Little- 
ton, and no one else, had a sub-con- 
tract on the camp work. Mayor Lit- 
tleton, in the transaction, was as of 
the firm of Clark Grier & Co. 

The Chronicle a few days ago print- 
ed a telegram from Washington to the 
effect that Augusta was not to secure 
a proposed new camp, because the nec- 
essary labor could not be secured at 
this point. In this telegram reference 
was also made to quarrels among Au- 
gusta contractors over Augusta work. 
The telegram carried, the statement 
that there might be an investigation 


on certain matters connected with the | 
Camp Hancock contract, and Thursday 


The Chronicle referred to a, rumored 
“drag out” in eonnection with that con- 
tract. This-wae followed by the open 
statement by T. O. Brown & Son this. 
morning. 


Augusta Contractors’ Part. 

Brown & Son, over. their name, say 
that, at first, when it was the infor- 
mation that a wood camp was to be 
put here, they went in with all Au- 
gusta contractors to get the work, on 
the theory that no one of the Augusta 
firms would be able to finance the 
undertaking. Later, when it became 
known that a tent camp had been de- 
cided upon, T. O. Brown & Son went 
after the work. They were asked in a 
meeting of the contractors whether 
they were to share with the other con- 
tractors. They could not then give an 
answer, asking delay till the next day. 
“The reason that we could not ariswer 
before that time,” they say in their 
card, “was due to a verbal agreement 
we had with Dr. James R. Littleton, 
representing Clark Grier & Co., con- 
tractors, and we could not answer 
without consulting him.” 

“Our understanding with Dr. Little- 
ton,” they continue, “was that he was 
to do half the work, pay half of the 
expense and get half of the profit. 
Upon the closing of the contract by the 
war department, it developed ir the 
contract that no sub-contract would 
be allowed without the approval of the 
contracting officer; and we were in- 
formed that sub-contracts were frown- 
ed upon. Hence, half of the work 
could not be done according to our 
verbal agreement and it was then that 
we entered into a written agreement 
which netted to Dr. J. R Littleton 
$31,734.03, an amount which was 
awarded by W. P. White, who acted as 
arbitrator fer both. 

We feel that we were honorably 
bound to live up to our agreement, al- 
though it cost us (T. O. Brown & Son), 
and not the government, as, according 
to our contract, we did not receive one 
penny more than what the government 
would have paid had we been alone in 
the proposition. 

‘These facta have not been kept a 
secret by us, but, to the contrary, have 
been reported to the income tax de- 
partment of the government.” 

Say Littieten Did No Work. 

The Chronicle says that in further 
explanation of the T. O. Brown & Son 
letter, Mr. Verdery, of that firm, who 
presented the statement for publica- 
tion, and who is T. O. Brown & Son's 
right-hand man, said his firm was ap- 
proached by Mayor Littleton with the 
proposition to go after the Camp Han- 
cock contract and split the same be- 
tween Clark Grier & Co. (of which firm 
Dr. Littleton was a member) and Mr. 
‘Brown, believing that “political influ- 
enge was necesary to land the job, and 
that both Dr. Littleton and Clark Grier 
had the necessary influence at Wash- 
ington, Mr. Brown agreed to the prop- 
osition, it was said, but in no other 
way did they know Clark Grier in the 
matter, and that neither he nor the 
mayor did any work on the camp. 

The publication is the sensation of 
Augusta today. 


ON WHEAT ADVANCE 


President Rejects. the Agri- 
cultural Measure Carrying 
“Rider” Fixing $2.40 a 
Bushel for Wheat. 


Washington, July 12.—In § vetoing 
the $28,000,000 annual agricultural ap- 


propriation bill because of its amend- 
ment fixing the government guaran- 
teed minimum wheat price at $2.40 a 
bushel, the president informed con- 
gress today that he did not believe the 
farmers of America “depend upon a 
stimulation of price to do their utmost 
to serve the nation and the world at 
this time of crisis.” 

The president said the patriotic spir- 
it of the farmers has been “worthy 
of all praise and has shown them play- 
ing a most admirable and gratifying 
part in the full mobilization of the 
resources of the country.” He added 
that the bumper crops that they have 
raised this year have relieved “the 
anxiety of the nations arrayed against 
Germany with regard to their food 
supplies.“ 

Congress was further intormed that 
the president did not believe that such 
inélastic provisions as contained in the 
bill could be administered in a way 
that would be advantageous to the 
producer and consumer because they 
establish arbitrary levels which are 
quite independent of the normal mar- 
ket conditions. The administrative 
method in fixing prices, he said, has 
been entirely satisfactory and should 
be contiued. 

A fixed minimum price of $2.40 a 
bushel, the president said, would in- 
crease the price of flour from $10.50 
to $12.50 a barrel and would put an 
additional burden of $387,000,000 this 
year on the consumers. Such an in- 
crease in price, he said, would force a 
simuWar increase in Canada, thus en- 
larging the whole scale of financial 
o;-erations in this country By the al- 
lied governments and affecting prac- 
tically the entire world. 

The house is expected to pass the 
bill tomorrow with the price-fixing 
amendment eliminated, leaving the 
guaranteed price at $2.20 a ‘bushel. 
Some senators from wheat ssrowing 


the senate to pass the bill over the 
président’s veto, while others suggest- 
ed the wheat price amendment might 
be added to the $11,000,000 emergency 
agricultural bill to which is attached 
the prohibition amendment. 

The president’s veto of the agricul- 
tural bill was his third in two weeks. 
The first disapproval was of the post- 
office appropriation bill because of a 
rider for government purchase of mail 
tubés in eight cities, and the second 
was of the resolution authorizing the 
extension of time in which the gov- 
ernment may relinquish short line 
railroads.

The French lines south of Castel 
have been parallel to and westward of 
the Avre river.

J. E. Bodenhamer, who is connected 
with the state department of agricul- 
ture in the state capitol, in the capac- 
ity of farm help specialist, Friday sug- 
gested that the business men of the 
state should at once form organizations 
for the purpose of mobilizing and di- 
recting the distribution of all labor 
that may be available for farm work. 

Mr. Bodenhamer stated that every 
precaution should be taken to prevent 
a failure to gather the crops, and busi- 
ness men should begin at once to take 
steps by forming the necessary or- 
ganizations. He stated he believed that 
especially in small towns this matter 
could be handled with much success, 
and committees, of business men and 
farmers should get together at once to 
devise plans for putting this idea into 


effect, which has been tried in many 
parts of the country and met with suc- 
cess. 

“Georgia farmers,” he says, “have 
Planted large acreages this year and 
every farmer practically in this state is 
working full capacity, and at the pres- 
ent the crops are well worked and in 
good growing condition. We have had 
the most favorable séasons for farm 
work that have ever been known in 
Georgia. Even though we get favor- 
able weather through the remainder of 
the cultivating season the harvest is 
coming and labor conditions may be 
even worse in the fall than they are at 
present. 


“This proposition could be handled 
and plans worked out for such co-oper- 
ation between towns and surrounding 
farms as to give farmers in emergen- 
cies the greatest amount of help from 
every available source of labor that 
could spend a day or two of each week, 
or even more, in farm work. An or- 
ganization of this kind in the towns 
could prepare lists of available help, 
fix working conditions, hours, wages 
etc., and could render a most patriotic 
service in emergencies. 


“It should be borne in mind that 
should there be a waste of crops on ac- 
count of the shortage of labor on the 
farm during the harvest season, that 
the towns and cities will suffer more 
than will the farmer.”

WOUNDED ATLANTAN 
WRITES LETTER HOME 


Lieut. J. J. Lawrence Describes 
Sensation of “Stopping a 
German Bullet.” 


A letter written by Lieutenant James 


‘| Jackson Lawrence, Atlanta boy who 


was wounded when Uncle Sam's khaki 
forces swept down upon the Huns on 
May 18 and captured Cantigny, has 
„deen receied by his mother, Mrs. Mary 
W. Lawrence, of 353 Central avenue. 

The letter is written in the breezy 
and optimistic style that is character- 
istic of the American soldier, and is 
cheerful and humorous, despite the fact 
that the writer was badly wounded at 
the time it was sent. 

Lieutenant Lawrence is well Known 
in Atlanta, and his letter will be of 
interest to many. It is as follows: 

Well, Mother, Dear: I am feeling lots 
better teday, so I am sitting up @ little 
while. I can’t do much in the way of 
letter-writing, but will tell you the rest 
when I feel better. 

It happened on the 28th of May when 
we took Cantigny. I had command of one 
of the assault platoons. My objective was 
about 1,100 yards from the jumping off 
trench and I had nearly reached it when 
things began to get too warm for comfort. 
A bullet chewed up my right ear, put the 
doctors have fixed it up so it looks alright 
except it’s about a size smaller. And then 
a little later I tried to stop another bullet, 
but it was too lively for me; it sideswiped 
upper left chest and around under my side 
and cut through upper arm. It’s a pretty 
bad wound, but no bones touched nor the 
lung, either.

FOR FRANCE AND FREEDOM. 


In keeping with procedure in American 
cfties generally, Atlanta tomorrow will 
‘stage a patriotic demonstration in honor of 
the natal day of our great sister republic 
and our comrade-in-arms, France. 

Ever since the liberty-loving people of 
Paris arose in their might, stormed and 
razed that sodden, clammy, disease-ridden 
edifice of autocratic horror, La Bastile,” 
on July 14, 1789, thus putting an end to 
monarchy in their country, the anniversary 
of that historic event has been observed by 
France and celebrated as the French “Inde- 
pendence Day,“ in the same spirit and in 
the same manner as America observes and 
celebrates its sacred July the Fourth. 

The “Bastile,” orignally built by Charles 
V., in 1369, stood for 420 years the symbol 
of tyranny and the autocratic might of the 
sword. It was hated, feared and dreaded 

by the masses over which it grimly towered, 
’ frowning upon the night and day as a hor- 
rible warning that the king’s will was law. 

But in time—as is historically always 
the case—the people revolted; and when 
they had filled the slimy subterranean dun- 
geons of the Bastile with the stones of the 
copings of its battlements, they proclaimed 
themselves henceforth free, and erected a 
Column of July as the French Statue of 
Liberty where the prison had stood, and 
from that day until this the French people 
has been a free people! 

Being free, however, the French have 
not ceased fighting the battles of freedom; 
and in this day, shoulder to shoulder with 
our people, they are arrayed against the 
only autocratic power remaining in the 
world, in a grim struggle to make the whole 
world free. 

We owe much to France. Our own 
freedom from the oppression of a Prussian 
king was hastened in a large measure by 
the fellowship. and the magnanimous self- 
sacrifices of those French patriots who, led 
by the immortal Lafayette, suffered with 
our forefathers in making our own revolu- 
tion a triumph. 

At last, after all the years that have in- 
tervened between our own struggle for Lib- 
erty and the whole civilized world’s defen- 
sive fight against the rule of might, how 
gratifying it was for America, represented in 
the person of General Pershing as he stood 
beside the grave of the great French hero 
and Liberty’s friend—how gratifying for 
America to be able to say: 

“Well, Lafayette, we are here!” 

Throughout France our national Inde- 
dence Day was celebrated this year with 
genuine devotion, fellow feeling, sympathy 
and love. 

And in the same spirit that of the 
French people will be observed here.

GREENVILLE AND ATLANTA. 


The Industrial Index, Columbus, Ga., in 


its issue of last Wednesday, contained a 
special news dispatch from Greenville, S. C., 
as follows: 
Greenville, S. C., July 8.—Citizens 
of Greenville have voted to issue $800,- 

600 of bonds for purchasing the water- 

works system of the Paris Mountain 

Water company and $200,000 of bonds 

for improving the system. 

Greenville, a little city of about one- 
eighth the population that Atlanta has, ex- 
periences no difficulty, in carrying a bond 
proposal providing for $1,000,000, while At- 
lanta is unable to raise even half that 
amount for the repairing of its water system 
so as to safeguard its population against a 
conflagration or a disease epidemic! 

In the same issue the news columns of 
The Index announces successful bond elec- 
tions in Miami and in South Jacksonville, 
Fla., the amounts involved being $175,000 
and $100,000, respectively, for municipal im- 
provements. 

But Atlanta has to stand still—tied to au 
iron post by miserable constitutional pro- 
vision which enables dead men, absentees 
and civic slackers to nullify the living and 
the enterprising people of the city! 

Cities and towns in every other state 
in the union are permitted to grow, by util- 
izing their credit; but Georgia cities cannot 
—and never can until the constitutional re- 
strictions against bond issues are removed.

BANISH THE PISTOL. 


In a letter to the editor of The Constitu- 
tion Mr. J. W. White, editor and publisher 
of The News and Farmer, Louisville, Ga., 
one of the most reliable and substantial of 
the weekly newspapers of the state, again 
calls attention to the need of additional law 
to stamp out the hip-pocket pistol evil in 
Georgia. 

“Up to recently we had no one in jail,” 
says Editor White, speaking of his home 
town. “Prohibition had cleared the jail; but 
the deadly pistol has put the job of feeding 
men in jail back upon us. Now we have 
seven in jail; all from carrying pistols. And 
we also have several under bond, all from 
carrying pistols!” 

Mr. White would have the legislature 
enact such a law as would put an effectual 
end to the pistol nuisance in Georgia, giving 
it as his opinion that “if pistol-carrying and 
liquor-selling were stopped, crime would 
almost cease!” 

In a recent editorial upon this subject, 


Mr. White’s paper, The News and Farmer, 


makes the point that, if it is needful for a 

part of the population to carry pistols— 
“why not let all get terrified in this 
uncivilized and savage country and 
buckle on or rather hide in their hip 


pockets a pistol and all go forth on an 
equal footing to fight the battles of life“ 
But the truth of the matter, The News 
and Farmer goes on to say, is: 

This is a civilized and peaceful 
country and there is no use for any man 
to be walking around over the county, 
in the big roads and on the streets 
with a pistol stuck in his pocket. Most 
men see no use to carry a pistol and 
they should unite and force others to 
quit the useless, dangerous and savage 
practice.“ 


“It is time to act,” says Mr. White; and 
we agree with him, as must every peace- 
loving, reasonable and decent citizen of 
Georgia. 

Our legislature, by legislating John Bar- 
leycorn out of the state, has gone a long 
way toward stamping out crime and cultivat- 
ing cobwebs in our jails. Now it is to be 
hoped it will, at the current session, go still 
farther by likewise legislating the utterly 
useless, menacing, ever-ready stand-by of 
the crook and the coward, the deadly hip- 
pocket pistol, out of existence. 


THE SWORD FROM JAPAN. 


It was a pretty little ceremony that at- 
tended the presentation of a sword to the 
American people by the people of Japan at 
Fairhaven, Mass., a few days ago; but the 
speech of Viscount Ishii, the Japanese am- 
bassador to the United States, in making 
the presentation was highly significant. 

We trust you,” said the statesman, who, 
by the way, is perhaps the ablest diplomat 
of the Orient, and certainly one of the most 
democratic, we trust you—we love you,” he 
said; “and if you will let us, we will walk 
at your side in loyal good fellowship down 
all the coming years!” 

He was speaking for the people of Nippon 
to the people of America—the great empire- 
democracy of the Orient speaking to the 
greatest republic of all time, the democracy 
of the Occident. 

It was an occasion of local celebration— 
all there was to it, outwardly, was that a 
Japanese whose father had been rescued 
from the sea years ago by an old-time 
whaling master, Captain William H. Whit- 
field, of Fairhaven, sent the historic symbol 
of chivalric honor and virtue to Ambassador 
Ishii to be delivered to the American people 
as a token that “the Japanese heart is re- 
sponsive and does not forget a kindness.” 

But with all its simplicity and seeming 
unimportance, the event was one of interna- 
tional significance; and the words uttered 
by the representative of Nippon in his elo 
quent presentation address will live and be 
treasured as an expression of the true heart 
of Japan toward our own country and our 
own people.

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There is no reasonable excuse on earth 
for uneasiness in respect to cotton prices— 

The only reason that can possibly be 
assigned for the present unsteady . condition 
of the public mind in this matter is the lack 
of courage on the part of those whose influ- 
ences should operate most for stabilizing and 
standardizing the situation, rather than dis- 
turbing it. 

The great majority of the producing and 
business interests of the south are opposed 
to ‘the fixing of prices by the government 
as a matter of principle, unless emergency 
conditions arise, due to the unscrupulous 
methods of men, by which the strong arm 
of government intervention must necessa- 
rily be invoked to save the industry and 
those dependent upon it from ruin. Such a 
time has not arisen and possibly will not; 
and until then— 

Trouble-hunters and calamity-howlers 
should keep quiet and let the situation reg- 
ulate itself; and let those whose hands are 
at the wheel steer the destiny of the staple 
with the safety of a compass-range.

Important Conference 
On Cotton Situation. 


Two important conferences will be heid 
in Washington next week. One of them will 
be composed of representatives from the 
Cotton States’ Official Advisory Marketing 


Bureau, and the other will be composed of, 


delegates from the Cotton States“ Bankers’ 
convention, an organization created at New 
Orleans on the Sth of July. 

The former, of which J. 
gia’s commissioner of agriculture, is presi- 
dent, will oppose any governmental inter- 
vention with the raw cotton situation; it 
will maintain its ability to take care of the 
situation satisfactorily among the farmers, 
and it will strenuously oppose any effort to 
create alarm in the cotton-producing states, 
and certainly it will vigorously oppose any 
plan contemplating having the government 
into the market and purchase cotton— 
which plan, as a matter of fact, can be 
nothing more nor less than a camouflaged 
attempt at federal price-fixing. 

On the other hand, the latter, the so- 
called “bankers’ delegation — which is not 
representative, in any sense of the word, of 
Georgia or even southern bankers—will ap- 
peal to congress to organize a federal cot- 
ton corporation, with authority to purchase, 
at a price to be fixed by the president, all 
cotton for which another buyer was not 
available. 

In its final analysis it can be readily seen

that the scheme is to fix a minimum: and it 


is satisfying that the Georgia delegation to 
the New Orleans bankers’ meeting voted 
deliberately and finally against any such a 
mischievous proposition, 

* * * 

This is no impeachment of the motives of 
the men who met in New Orleans and “re- 
solved” this cotton corporation scheme upon 
congress. a 

This was the outcome of an apparent 
alarm— the stampede that follows the false 
cry of “fire,” and too often leaves distress 
in its wake. 

I have read the resolution passed at 
the bankers’ meeting. It discloses no intel- 
ligent conception of the cotton problem: on 
the contrary, it is more thé whimper of fear 
and the weakness of apparent nervousness 
over a situation that has been incorrectly 
forecasted, or at least has not yet developed, 
than anything else. 

No minimum price figure is suggested by 
the resolution; no declaration is made as to 
whether the fixed price shall apply to cotton 
as it runs, or to middling as a base; no con- 
sideration is given as to how or by whom 
the grade differences may be established. It 
is simply woefully and fearfully lacking, as 
I see it, in a correct conception öf what is 
really intended to be accomplished. 

There is no danger of this bankers’ del- 
egation being able to get congress to au- 
thorize the federal cotton corporation— 

But there is danger, by agitating the 
question before congress, of having regular, 
straight-out undisguised price-fixing legisla- 
tion attempted; and this is not the day for 
any such agitation.

This Is No Time 
For the Pessimist. 

It is very seldom a pessimist accom- 
plishes anything except that which may add 
to his pessimism. 

This cotton situation must be handled by 
optimists—net pessimists. 

There is nothing to indicate a 15,000,000 
bale crop, but, taking the bear figures for 
the sake of argument, and— 

Assuming that the total supply for the 
coming season will be a crop of approxi- 
mately 15,000,000 bales and a surplus carried 
over amounting to approximately 4,000,000, 


making 19,000,000 in all. Assuming that 
American and Canadian consumption will be 
7,500,000 bales, which wete approximately 
the figures of the past season’s consumption, 
and assuming that the exports will be no 
more than the past year, to-wit, approxi- 
mately 4,500,000 bales, making the total as 
sumed consumption 12,000,000 bales. This 
will leave an apparent surplus of 7,000,000 
bales to be cared for. Will this be difficult? 

In the first place, let it be remembered 
that some surplus must be carried by mills 
and merchants in order that the works may 
be kept going and absolute famine pre- 
vented. A little cotton in the multitude of 
hands of those who must inevitably carry 
it over means in the aggregate a very con- 
siderable amount. We carried from the 
1916-17 crop into the 1917-18 crop a surplus 
of approximately 4,000,000 bales, and it is a 
matter of vivid recollection how little such 
surplus affected prices. Is it not true 


-that 4,000,000 bales is a normal carry-over? 


This deducted from the aforesaid apparent 
7,000,090-bale surplus would leave an excess 
of only 3,000,000 bales to be provided for. 
How can this be done? American and Céna- 
dian consumption will be as great the com- 
ing year as it was last, and greater if addi- 
tional labor can be procured, 
* se * 


Europe Would Absorb 
3,000,000-Bale Excess. 


W. B. Thompson, president of the Dock 
Board of New Orleans, and an authority, 
points out that Europe is practically bare of 
cotton and would absorb a 3,000,000 bale ex- 
cess at one gulp and cry for more if trans- 
portation could be secured. The 4,500,000 bales 
exported during the season 1917-18 were ship- 
ped when the tonnage supply was at the 
lowest ebb. The great shipbuilding plans 
of the United States were in no wise effec- 
tive during this period and the submarine 
warfare was at its maximum of destructive- 
ness. Now the submarine losses are grow- 
ing smaller and smaller, whereas the Amert- 
can ships that were being built and are 
now being completed and soon the hundreds 
of shipyards in the United States will be 
turning out ships daily. It is inevitable that 
the ocean tonnage will be tremendously and 
rapidly increased in the near future, and it 
is inconceivable that the ship room for a 
commodity so vitally necessary as cotton 
will not be materially augmented out of the 
increased tonnage Supply aforesaid. There 
is nothing short of unforeseen and unforesee- 
able disaster which will prevent a material 
increase in exports during the coming year. 

Furthermore, Mr. Thompson declares that 
the cotton producer is in a better posi- 
tion than he has ever been before to 
carry without assistance a part of his crop. 
He is not only more independent finan- 
cially, but he has learned the value of 
gradual marketing, and he may be depended 
upon to withhold from sale indefinitely a 
considerable proportion of his crop, pro- 
vided, of course, that he is not stampeded 
by nervous individuals, 

“Finally, there never has been as much 
money in the. banks of the south as there is 
at this time, and never before have the 
borrowing resources of southern institutions 
been greater or more flexible than they are 
today. Indeed, for the movement and con- 
servation of the great staple commodity in 
question, I can say that the banking re- 
sources were neevr so great or so flexible 
as they are now. Therefore, in the unlikely 
event that an excess surplus must be 
financed, there can be no doubt of the abil- 
ity of the banks to take care of the same.” 


E. A. Calvin, of Texas, 
Spends Afternoon in. Atlanta. 


E. A. Calvin, of Texas, representative at 
the national capital of the Cotton States’ 
Official Advisory Marketing Bureau, was in 
Atlanta yesterday, en route to Washington. 

Mr. Calvin is one of the best posted men 
in the cotton states in the statistical situa- 
tion of the south’s great staple—and he is 
an earnest worker, a sincere, enthusiastic 
believer in the principle of mathematical 
equasions. He does not believe in “schemes,” 
trickery or any of the subterfuges in the 
regulation of so important a market as that 
of cotton. And with it all, he is a bally 
good fellow. 

While here Mr. Calvin was in conference 
with Commissioner of Agriculture Brown, 
Director Jackson, of the Georgia Marketing 
Bureau, and other statehouse officials. 

Mr. Calvin and his organization stand 
for a gradual marketing plan. The bureau 
urges and hopes to pledge each farmer not 
to sell more than 20 per cent of the cotton 
crop in any one month, and to retire every 
third bale for twelve months. 

This plan is being put into effect, indeed. 
by each state department of agriculture in 
the cotton belt by county and district organ- 
izations. 

It has no distress signal to display. It 
is simply going about a big business propo- 
sition in a business way.

Howard and Others Told to 
Retire and Insure Greater 
Victory for Harris and Loyalty 


Editorial from The Macon Telegraph, 


Wednesday, July 10, 1918 


Time To Retire. 


Personal regrets will be keen and strong that 
H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, has been forced by his 
sudden illness, known to be serious, to retire from the 
Senate at this time. Mr. Dean can retire with a clear 
conscience and the feeling that as far as he went he 


really did his State a service and wrought yeoman 
labor in insisting on a standard of personal probity and 
strength of character in any candidate who might 
offer for so high an office that found its finest em- 
phasis in the light he turned on the inherent and total 
unfitness of William Schley Howard for public office. 
Mr. Dean killed Howard politically. His exposures 
coupled with that conveyed by the President through 
The. Macon Telegraph have done the job for the 
Satrap of Stone Mountain as effectively as ever any 
man was scourged and harried out of public life at the 
end of the lash of outraged public virtue. 

If there ever was any doubt as to the ultimate 
and certain election of William J. Harris, which there 
hasn’t been for the last two months now, the retire- 
ment of Mr. Dean ends it. Mr. Harris speaks the 
truth when he says the race is now between him and 
Hardwick, with Hardwick second in practically every 
county in Georgia and the rest hopelessly trailing. 
Today Emmet R. Shaw, of Clay county, has, more 
strength outside the five or six native Howard coun- 
ties in the Fifth district than William Schley Howard 
may truthfully boast, and none of the Shaw supporters 
seriously contend their candidate has a hope of elec- 
tion.

BY DR. DERNBURG., 

Amsterdam, July 12.—During a de- 
bate Wednesday in the Prussian uppér 
house, Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, former 
German minister of colonial affairs, ar- 
gued that a peace was never conclud- 
ed on the battlefield alone. Without 
the co-operation of diplomacy, he de- 
clared, no peace could be attained. 

If Prussia, said Dr. Dernburg, is to 
maintain her leading position she must 
make and continue to make moral con- 
quests. “I am rather doubtful whether 
she has succeeded in this,” he added, 

There were shouts of contradiction at 
this, and the extremist junker, Herr O]- 
denburg-Janulchau, replied with a 
flamboyant discourse on the great- 
ness of the house of Hohenzollern, 
whose members, he said, “had ever edu- 
cated themselves and their people to 
fight and did for the state.” 

“Dr. Dernburg is the last man who 
ought to talk about moral conquests,” 
he added. “Such things lead to ban- 
quets in honor of the American am- 
bassador, Gerard.” 

Dr. Dernburg replied: ‘I never re- 
garded Mr. Gerard as a fit object for 
moral conquesta, I did attend the ban- 
quet in question, but go did the vice 
chancellor and the secretary of state 
for foreign affairs.”

London, July 12.— Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Horvath, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Chinese Eastern 
railway, having declared himself pre- 
mier of a temporary Siberian govern- 
ment, has been proclaimed provisional 
ruler of Siberia, according to a dispatch 
to The Mail from Harbin. .
